I am still 
considering it, but I am not ready yet 
to make any announcement. If I should 
call an extra segsion, I have not yet 
decided on any date, anyway.”

Savannah, Ga., February 14.—(Spe- |} 
cial.)—It is expected that Governor 
Harris will call an extra session of the 
lerislature for the enactment of “‘bone 
dry” prohibition legislation, and that 
this extra session will likely be called 
for March 7. 

This information comes to Savannah 
through a member of a delegation of 
Savannah citizens who recently called 
upon the governor in Atlanta, in con- 
nection with the appointment of a suc- 
cessor to the late Judge Walter G. 
Charlton, of Chatham superior court. 
This authority, who desires that his 
name be withheld for the time, stated

Here the entire assembly will, 
be addressed by L. W. Hill, national 
chairman of the membership bureau 
of the Red Cross society. He will be 
introduced in a brief address by Bishop 
Warren Candler, chancellor of Emory 
university. 


FINE MOTION PICTURES 
PROMISED FOR TODAY 


After a conference of progressive 
leaders here yesterday, at which plans 
were laid for the south to be well rep- 
resented at the national progressive 
conference at St. Louis April 12 next, 
,Mathew Hale, chairman of the pro- 
gressive national committee, announced 
that President Wilson and United | 
States Senator-elect Hiram Johnson, of 
California, would be invited to address 
+the St. Louis conference. The presi- 
dent will be invited as a “liberal dem- 
ocrat” and Senator-elect Johnson as a 
“liberal republican,” Mr. Hale ex- 
plained. 

John M. Parker, of New Orleans, for- 
mer candidate for vice president on the 
progressive ticket, the principal speak- 
er Wednesday, advocated national pro- 
hibition, woman suffrage and universal 
military training among other planks 
in the proposed platform on which pro- 
gressive leaders hope to go before the 
country in 1920. Resolutions were 
adopted approving his speech, and a se- 
ries of resolutions adopted recommend. 
ed that the St. Louis convention consid- 
er these subjects, and, among others, 
those of uniform marriage and divorce 
laws, nationalization of the _ public 
school system and public ownership of 
public utilities. 

Other resolutions adopted pledged the 
delegates to stand behind -the govern- 
ment. as “good Americans” in the pres- 
ent international situation, and urged | 
that progressives in the north, east and 
west “stand by their contract of 1912,” 
and help build up the progressive party 
in the south. The delegates also pledg- 
ed themselves against ‘“‘compromise 
with reactionary elements” of other par- 
ties, but. invited co-operation of “‘libe 
eral elements.’

The approach of the parade will he 
announced by trumpeters who will 
herald the parade along the line -of 
march.

‘Hoboken, N. J., February 14.—Count 
Johann H. von Bernstorff, former Ger- 


man ambassador to the United States, 
sailed for home today aboard the 
Scandinavian-American liner Frederik 
VIII. With him was the Contess yon 
Bernstorff and nearly two hundred 
German diplomatic and consular of- 
ficials. The departure, which com- 
pletes the severance of diplomatic’ re- 
lations between the United States and 
Germany, was accomplished quietly 
and was marred by no untoward in- 
cident. 

Before the steamer departed at 4 
o’clock, the former ambassador held 
a final conference with Minister Rit- 
ter, of Switzerland, who has asgumed 
charge. of German interests ig ‘this 
country. 

Count von Bernstorff, his wife and 
other members of his suite, rjceived 
several wagon loads of flowers and 
bon voyage gifts. The ambassador was 
so appreciative that he sent ashore a 
signed statement through Dudley Field 
Malone, collector of the port of New 
York, in which he ‘said: — 

“tT cannot refrain from a last ex- 
pression to the American people for 
the-wealth of flowers and gifts sent 
to the countess and myself. _ = 
hard to tell of the good will sent us 
both. No expression. of gratitude 
would’ be adequate to speak an at- | 
fectionate farewell.”

New .York, February 14.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press.

The other vessels sunk were British 
—two steamers and two trawlers. The 
aggregate tonnage of the sunken ves- 
sels, except the trawlers, was 6,646

Washington, February 14.—The steady 
accumulation of violations of American 


rights by Germany made it appear 
possible today that President Wilson 
would go before congress to ask au- 
thority for further protecting lives and 
property without waiting for a serious” 
disaster which might shock the coun- 
try. There were no indications, how- 
ever, that he believed the time for.such 
a step had come, and it again was 
stated authoritatively that he would 
move deliberately and with full appre- 
ciation of all the consequences involved. 

Official reports of the sinking of the 
American schooner Lyman M. Law, in 
the Mediterranean by an Austrian sub-. 
marine added only slightly to the ten- 
sion, for while the act is believed to. 
have been illegal, no lives were lost 
and the vessel apparently was warned. 
The incident was not looked upon as 
one in itself sufficient to hurry the de- 
velopment of the situation.

In the making of plans for next 
year’s show the government's cO-opera- 
tion will be among the first things 
considered, and the impression is cur- 
rent that the final decfion of the de- 
partmerm of agriculture will rest 
largely upon the attention paid to and 
the interest shown in the exhibit sent 
this year; and for that reason today’s 
attendance may have a lot to do with 
whether or not the exhibit—and great- 
‘ly increased and more elaborate—will 
be here in 1918 and subsequent years. 

Because this is to be the last day 
and no night program has been ar- 
ranged for, the show will close tonight 

t' 6 o'clock instead of 10—-upon the

El Paso, Texas, February 14.—Jose 
Ynéz Salazar, with his Villa command, 
occupied Ofitos, an Ajrerican-owned 
cattle ranch in Mexico, 45 miles south- 
west of the Corner Ranch, yesterday. 
One American negro is being held 
there for ransom,. and three American 
Mormon cowboys, who were captured 
during the raid yesterday on the Cor- 
ner Ranch, also are believed to be held 
for ransom at Ojitos. American troops 
tonight patrolled the border to prevent 
a repetition of raids. 

Interest in -Mexican border affairs 
shifted suddenly from the contemplat- 
ed Villa attack on Juarez.to the opera- 
tions of Salazar and his mounted force. 

Following the raid on the Corner 
Ranch, which {s-located on the Ameri- 
can side of the boundary, Salazar’s 
forces occupied Ojitos, taking prisoners 
nine Mexicans, together with “Bunk” 
Spencer, an American negro employed 
by E. K. Warren & Sons, according to 
reports received today. ,No one was 
killed when Salazar occupied Ojitos. 

A demand for $5,000 ransom was 
made upon Boab Morehead, ranch over- 
seer for the Warren interests, and for- 
warded from Hachita to E. . Warren 
at Three Oaks, Mich. Reports from 
Hachita said Warren had instructed 
Morehead to protect Spencer and had 
*7ordered the ransom paid, but agents of 
the Warren interests said tonight they 
had urged the ransom be refused.

North of Ypres we caused a fire 
in the enemy’s lines,

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HEAVY ASSAULTS

Berlin, February 14.—(Via Sayville.)

Two Brit- 
ish\attacks south of the town of Serre 
were repulsed after violent hand-to- 
hand fighting, according to the offi- 
cial announcement issued today by 
German army headquarters.

| TEUTONS STORM 


- RUSS. POSITIONS 
ON RUMANIA LINE 


Berlin, February 14.—(Via Sayville.) 
Several Russian positions in tne Meste 
Canesti sector of Rumania were storm- 
ed yesterday by Teuton troops under 
command of Archduke Joseph, says to- 
day's German official statement. The 
captured ground was held despite vio- 
lent counter attacks. More than 1,200 
tussians were taken prisoners and 
the booty captured by the Austro-Ger- 
mans included three ‘cannon and. 123 
machine guns. 

The statement reads: 

“Hastern Front—front of Prince Leo- 
pold: There were no important events. 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: In the 
Meste Canesti sector yesterday our 
troops gained new successes. Several 
.Russian positions were stormed and 
held against violent counter attacks. 
The number of prisoners rose to 23 of- 
ficers and more than 1.200 men,. the 
amount of booty to three cannon, 
twelve machine guns and six mine 
throwers. 

“Front of Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen: Along the Sereth and Danube 
there were outpost skirmishes and ar- 
tillery fire. 

“Macedonian Front: In the bend of 
the River Cerna, Italian attacks were 
made in an effort* to recapture 
heights to the east of Paralovo. They 
were without success notwithstanding 
the lively gunfire.” 


RUSSIANS ADMIT 
GAIN FOR GERMANS. 


Petrograd, February 14.—(Via Lon- 
don. British Admiralty Per Wireless 
Press.)—-Capture by the Germans of 
a-height near Jacobeni, southwest of 
Kimpolung, near the northern end of 
the -Rumanian frontier, is announced 
in today’s war office statement. The 
attacks along the remainder of the 
front in this sector were repulsed by 
the Russians. 

A counter attack resulted in the 
Germans being ousted from the height, 
but later \they again assumed the of- 
fensive and during the fighting took 
possession of two heights to the east- 
ward of Jacobeni, the HNussians with- 
}drawing two-thirds of a mile and en- 
trenching themselves on an elevation 
about a mile from the town. 

The statement says: 

“Rumanian Front: - Durin Febru- 
ary 12 the Germans, after violent artil- 
lery preparation, attacked with strong 
forces our positions on both sides of 
the Jacobeni-Kimpolung high road, and 
after a number of attacks occupied a 
height 24% miles east of Jacobeni. On 
the rest of the front all the attacks 
were beaten back. : 

“During Monday night our detach- 
ments, by a countér-attack, and after 
an obstinate battle lasting all night, 
dislodged the enemy from the height 
and restored: the. position, capturing 
seven German officers and 146.men. In 
this battle the gallant regimental 
commander, Colonel Tozenke, was 
killed. 

“During Tuesday. the enemy; after 
strong artillery préparation and with 
Superior forces, again assumed the of- 
fensive on.both sides of the same high 
road, After a@ ibattle that lasted the 
entire day. the enemy. captured two 
heights 21% miles east of Jacobenti. Our 
detachments ‘withdrew two-thirds of a 
mile and occupied a height about: one 
mile east of Jacobeni, where they con- 
solidated themselves. 

“On the remaining sectors of the Ru- 
manian front there were scouting re- 
connaissances and infantry-firing. 

“Russo-Galician. Front: After very 
intense artillery preparation, in which 
shells with chemicals were used, the 
Germans in strength of more than a 
battalion attacked our detachments 
occupying positions south of Drisviaty 
Lake (below Dvinsk, on the norttern 
end-of the front), and broke into @ur 
trenches., They ere driven back and 
our posittons weré re-established as a 
result of our fire d counter-attacks. 

“In the neighborhood of the villages 
of Semenki and Lecheniata, the Ger- 
mans discharged poisonous gases. The 
number of casualties has not been as- 
certained. 

“On Monday night the Germans at- 
tacked our positions in the region 
north of Kiselin (in Volhynia, north- 
west of DLutsk)..’‘They were arrested 
iby our curtain of fire. In the region 
northwest of Oleksinetz our detach- 
ments, after an obstinate struggle, oc- 
cupied the near edge of a_ crater 
formed by an explosion. 

“Caucasian Front: There is nothing 
of importance to report.”

Secretary Baker announced that, 
with the approval of the president, a 
deal had been closed yesterday for the 
sale of 10,000 army rifles and 2,000,000 
rounds of ammunition to the Cuban 
government. Negotiations for the pur- 
chase had been in. progress for sev- 
eral months. The president is au- 
thorized by statute to approve the sale 
of arms and ammunition to Cuba, 
whose soldiers are the only ones in 
the world other than Americans who 
carry the United States army Spring- 
field. rifle. Shipment of the guns and 
ammunition will be hastened, as they 
will be needed by President Menocal 
to arm his volunteers. 

Rebellion Is Spreading. ; 

Official news from Cuba convinced 
the administration that the rebellion 
already has a'ssumed greater propor- 
tions than had been anticipated. De- 
velopments-of the movement were re- 
ported from widely separated points 
and the Cuban government’s call for 
volunteers served to support the suc- 
cesses claimed by the rebels. 

Reports of the special election that 
was announced for today in Santa 
Clara and which wa's expected to de- 
termine beyond doubt the winner in 
the presidential election had not been 
received at the state department late 
today. * 

Information already received from 
Cuba has,made it appear that there 


was no doubt that Dr. Alfredo Zayas, 
the liberal candidate, was elected. One 
suggested cause for the present upris- 
ing was_that it had been precipitated 
by the president when he ordered the 


arrest of several civilians and army of- 
ficers on the charge of complicity in a 
plot to depose him. The plan:of the 
liberals is said to have been to resort 
to force on May 20 if Menocal on that 


day refused to relinquish the presi- 
dency. 

Late today an appeal was received 
from Mrs. Rita Castellanos in New 
York, urging the president to inter- 
vene in behalf of her son, a young lieu- 
tenant, who is reported to have been 
sentenced to death on a charge of com- 
plicity in the plot.. Minister Gonzales 
in Havana was instructed to make an 
investigation of the circumstances. 

It became known after the trans- 
mission of the warning to the Cuban 
people that a similar warning was 
sent to every. Central American coun- 
try after the overthrow of President 
Gonzales in Costa Rica. 


Text of the Warning. 
; — text of the message to Cuba fol- 
Ows: . 

“The government of the United 
States has received with the greatest 
apprehension the reports which have 
come to it to the effect that there ex- 
ists organized revolt against the gov- 
ernment of Cuba in several provinces 
and that several towns have been 
seized by the insurrectionists. ; 

“Reports such as these of insurrec- 
tion against the constitutional govern- 
ment cannot be considered except as 
of the most serious nature, since the 
government of the United States has 
given its confidence and support only 
to governments established through 
legal and constitutional methods. 

“During the past four years the gov- 
ernment of the United States has clear- 
ly and definitely set forth its position 
in regard to the recognition of govern- 
ments which have come into power 
through revolution and other illegal 
methods, and at this time desires to 
emphasize its position in rerard to the 
present situation in Cuba. 

“Its friendship for the Cuban people,

February 14.—It is reported 
that Colone] Baldomero Acosta, mayor 
of Mariano, who is said to have led 
the rebels which engaged in a fight 
with rural guards forty miles from 
Havana yesterday, has been killed, and 
that Major General Enrique Loynaz 
del Castillo has been wounded. This 
report has not been confirmed. Major 
General del Castillo represented Cuba 
at the San Francisco exposition. 

Aside from Oriente province and 
possibly a part of Camaguey, no evi- 
dence exists that any persons except 
armed guerrillas are operating in the 
four other provinces of Cuba in con- 
nection with the liberal revolt.

‘sixty of the most prominent dentists | 


of the city, all members of the At- 
lanta Society of Dental Surgeons, have

The medical department of the 
school system, however, finds - itself 
handicapped in the work, to some de- 
gree, by the fact that there are only 
four nurses at the disposal of Dr. W.

Treat 260 a Week. 

The dentists have agreed to give 
two hours a week each to this service, 
which is free to children who can- 
not pay. This means that they are 
giving 130 hours a week, or treating 
260 children a week, since it is not 
practicable to keep a child in the chair 
more than. thirty minutes at a time. 

lt is necessary to keep the dentists 
busy at the appointed hours or they 
will lose interest in the work, and for 
this reason the medica) director is anx- 
ious for parents and others who know 
of children who.need attention, to aid 
the department. 

If they know of such children, they 
are requested to notify the . depart- 
ment, room 502 Chamber of Commerce 
building, between 10 and 12 o’clock on 
the first school days, and between 3 and 
5 o’clock on Saturday. Then the neces- 
Sary engagements with dentists will 
be made and the children cared for.

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alone even if they should happen to

“However, whether I get home or 

not does not really make much differ- 
ence. é 
“I have had my fun; I have had my 
play at politics; I have enjoyed my- 
self and I am no longer as young as I 
once was. The only danger I can see 
that is attached to this trip igs that 
we may strike a mine. 
““The future? . That is so indefinite 
too. Of course, I shall go directly to 
Berlin as soon as I arrive in Germany. 
Maybe they will find something for 
me to do, and maybe they won't. 

“It is quite probable that my official 
career is finished. I may retire for 
good. I have been turned out by your 
government for something over which 
I had no control and no blame attaches 
to me personally. Perhaps this is a 
good time to step down. However, I 
am a German and my plans may be 
changed by the wishes of my govern- 
ment. 

Possible War May Be <Averted. 

“Maybe it is possible that war may 
be averted. The president is repre- 
sented in the newspapers as having 
made it clear that the next time he 
went to congress it would not be to 
ask for war, but in connection with 
protection to American shipping. What 
does that mean? To me personally 
that could mean but one thing, name- 
ly, the convoying of ships.” 

And Count von Bernstorff does not 
believe that ships convoyed would be 
attacked, although he feels a great 
element of danger is attached to such 
a procedure. Personally, the former 
ambassador feels that many Americans 
have not always been strictly neu- 
tral. 

“You have shipped your goods to the 
allies/ because they ave command of 
the Seas,” he said. “If the conditions 
had been reversed and the German 
navy instead of the British, had that 
command, you would have shipped 
your goods to us. Naturally, any per- 
son’s sympathies are where he does 
business. - ° 

“Let us consider humanity and inter- 
national law. There has\ been a cry 
against Germany on the ground that 
we have violated the rights of the for- 
mer and the principles of the latter. 

“Is it not a violation of the rights 
of humanity for the British to try to 
starve out the non-combatant popula- 
tion—our women and our German. ba- 
bies? There is nothing human in that. 
Are not the principles of international 
law being violated every hour by the 
British? Even your government, ina 
most excellent note, has declared the 
British blockade of Germany to be il- 
legal and indefensible.

BRITISH TO EXAMINE 


BERNSTORFF'’S SHIP. 

Washington, February 14.—The Fred- 
erik. VIII., carrying Count von. Bern- 
storff and other German officials back 
to Germany, will be held up in Hali- 
fx for examination at least a week 
and. perhaps two, in the, opinion of 
British officials here. The task of 
examining a ship of her_ size with 
nearly .700 passengers, a@ large crew 
and big cargo space, in @ harbor un- 
provided with facilities for the work, 
is expected to present a hard problem, 
but it is declared that no possibility 
will be left that the steamer can car- 
ry to Germany any Kind of contra- 
band. 

British officlals: are especially fear- 
ful that rubber may have been smug- 
sled aboard the 'steam2r in some dis- 
guiseq .form. They have many speci- 
mens here of pieces of rubber covered 
with coffee beans and placed in the cen- 
ter of large bean packs for smug-

The possibility of diverting all ship- 
ping between, American anc Scandi- 
navian ports to Halifax for exami- 
nation, instead of to Falmouth, so as 
to avoid the German submarine zone, 
has been earnestly urged :by officials 
of the foreign steamship companies 
coneerned and an attempt made to 
elicit the support of the American 
government. All informal help pos- 
sible has been offered, but the ship- 
ping men have been told to put their 
main reliance in the influence of their 
own governments.

ment on the Lincoln Memorial university in 
The Constitution of February 10. 

It is to be hoped that the university will 

secure its million-dollar endowment and that 
in its labor for the betterment of educa- 
tional conditions among the mountaineers of 
Kentucky, it will meet with the success and 
the support to which is it justly entitled. 
At the same time let us remember that 
the mountaineer and the problem he pre- 
sents belongs strictly to the south, and also 
that we have in northern Georgia a vast 
area of mountain land wherein the settlers 
live under conditions no better than those 
existing around Cumberland Gap. We, too, 
have our schools that are striving toward 
the same goal as the Lincoln Memorial uni- 
versity, though not so fortunate in their list 
of wealthy patrons. Witness the Berry school, 
at Rome; Ritchie’s school, at Rabun Gap, 
and the Tate Mountain school, just in its 
infancy. Each of these, in its own 
way, is striving to help the mountain 
boy and girl to that education’ which will 
result in their serving their country with a 
higher type of citizenship. All of them find 
it difficult to make both ends meet. 

Some weeks ago an article appeared in 
one- of the Atlanta papers in which Bishop 
Candler compared the beqyests made to 
northern universities with those given to our 
southern institutions. From it one would 
judge that we are either exceedingly poor 


in pocket or show a most deplorable lack of 


appreciation of our own institutions. 

The Tate Mountain ‘school, being the 
youngest of the three Géorgia schools I have 
mentioned, is possibly the least known, and 
is most certainly worthy of help. It was 
made possible through the generosity of Mr. 
Sam Tate, and has on its board of trustees a 
dozen prominent Georgians, nearly all of 
them residents of Atlanta. The man or 
woman who contributes a dollar to its sup- 
port has the added satisfaction of knowing 
that it will be spent in his own state, for his 
owh people, and under the direction of -the 
foremost citizens of his own town—Atlanta.

TO GIVE SAVANNAH NEW 
WESTERN CONNECTION 


LITTLE LOCALS 
ABOUT THINGS 
OF CITY INTEREST 


The Central railroad announces that it is 
about to make an itnportant change in the 
schedule of train No. 4, running through from 
Atlanta to Savannah, 30 that instead of this 
train leaving at 9:20 p. m., as now, it will 
leave Atlanta at 10:30 p. m. 

Formal application for authority to make 

the change will be filed with the railroad 
commission and as soon as Hs’ consent is ob- 
tained the new schedule will be made oper- 
ative, 
. Under the present schedule the Central’s 
through night train to Savannah leaves here 
before the arrival of the N., C. & St. L.'s 
Dixie Flyer from Chicago, and the L. & N.’s 
Southland Limited from Cincinnati. 

All through passengers from the west, 
therefore, bound for Savannah, are held over 
all night in Atlanta, whereas a 10:30 p. m. 
departure would make direet connection for 
both of these fast through trains from the 
west. 

In addition to this, complaint has been 


made from Savannah patrons at the early 
hour of the departure of this night train 
from Atlanta. Lawyers here attending the 
Supreme court and business men here for the 
day would be given more than an hour long- 
er in Atlanta, enabling them to fill evening 
engagements and catch the night train home. 

Under the proposed change in schedule 
the hour of arrival at Savannah will be the 
Same as now—7:10 a. m. The running time 
between Atlanta and Savannah would be re- 
duced one hour and ten minutes, and to do 


this it would be necessary to discontinue the 
flag stops on this train between Atlanta and 
Macon, but it would still stop as now at 
Griffin, Barnesville and Forsyth. 

An entirely new ali-steel equipment has 
been ordered for this train, which will be 
be made one of the best in the south. [t 
will carry two through sleepers to Savannah, 
the proposed schedule putting this train in 
Macon at 1:20 a. m., leaving there at 1:39 
a. m. for eye © making connection at 
Macon with the Central ‘train from Birming- 
ham and Columbus, and alfo0 making con- 
nection with the G. S. & F. at Macon for 
south Georgia points. 

The proposed change in the schedule has

{| The movement on the part of four of 
the largest and most influential busi- 
hess organizations in the city to have 
Peachtree and ‘Whitehall streets. re- 
paved took definite shape . yesterday 
when the presidents of the chamber 
(of commerce, the Rotary club, the Re- 
tail Merchants’ association and the 
convention bureau sent out letters to 
all their members to attend<«the meet- 
ing of the street committee of council 
Friday afternoon. 

Fully five hundred of the leading and 
most :prominent business men of the 
city, it is said, will be on hand to de- 
mand that PeAchtree and Whitehall 
streets be repaved_ before the big con- 
ventions meet in the city. Such & 
demonstration by these civic organi- 
zations has never been. made before 
and the members gtate that they are 
“terribly in earnest” and that some- 
thing must be done. 

The efforts to have the two leading 
business thoroughfares repaved Was 
Started at the beginning of the year. 
The mayor and general council made 
the announcement that the work could 
not be done this year because of the 
condition of the city’s treasury. An 
appeal was made to the board of county 
commisioners and that body replied 
that it would not be possible for the 
county to do the work this year. 

Then the Business Men Rose Up. 

Then came the movement on the 
part of the business men. It was 
known that this year twenty-seven big 
conventions were scheduled to meet in 
Atlanta during 1917, bringing over 50,- 
000 visitors to the city. One organiza- 
tion alone, the International Rotary 
club, will have over 6,006 members in 
the city. 

Conventions, it was stated, are 
brought here to advertise Adianta. With 
the two main business streets in an

almost impassable condition was not 
calculated to give strangers a very 
good opinion of Atlanta. Atlanta’s rep- 
utation was at stake and that was why, 
they say, the business organizations

The time to either beg or plead has

I 
have been informed that both Peach- 
tree and Whitehall streets can be re- 
paired at no very great cost. The chief 
of construction has taken the matter 
up and we may be able to get the 
money for the repair work. Then next 
year both streets can be repaved when 
the city’s finances are in a better 
shape. The repair work, I am told, 
can be done so as to place the streets 
in a good condition that-~-will last a 
year at least.”

But the court cannot’ share wher 
pity nor Mrs. Nelms’ resentment. The 
court probably turned the matter of 
mercy to me, but I, in turn, shall shift 
it upon the prison commission and 
governor. 

“Mrs. Innes is wasting with tuber- 
culosis. Frankly, I do not know what 
to do with her. She has been in prison 
for three years.

J. J. Brown, commissioner-elect of 
the state department of agriculture,

‘While during the past several months they 
have been handling an unprecedented busi- 
ness, due to entirely abnormal causes.
